Remarks 

1. This responds to Applicant's Arguments/Remarks dated July 9, 2007. Claims 1- 
19 are amended and pending.

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1-19 are allowed because the prior art of record neither anticipates nor 
renders obvious the limitations of base claims 1, 5, 8, 11, 12, 13, 14 and 19 including a 
system and method of operating a gaming device with an enhanced game display 
comprising a plurality of polyhedral reel assemblies arranged in a generally circular 
shape with each reel assembly having a polyhedral reel, each polyhedral reel being 
rotatable about an axis, the plurality of axes having at least two non-parallel axes, and 
each polyhedral reel having a plurality of faces and each face having an indicium.
